The  Chinese 
have  difficulties  with  the  originally  proposed  dates  in  March  during 
which  time  they  will  be  attending  the  Mekong  Sb-Regional  Meeting 
held  in  Laos. 

12.  (SBU)  South  Korea,  Laos,  Cambodia,  Vietnam,  Thailand  and  Burma 
support  the  change.  Japan  is  currently  considering  the  change 
according  to  Geng.
